| HUNDREDS OF 
LIVES ARE 
LOST 


Spokane, Aug. 22,—(Special)— 
Hourly reports from fires in the 
forests of Northern Idahoand West- 
ern Montana are increasing the toll 
of dead. ‘The latest figures from 
Wallace are that 45 fighters pro- 
bably bave perished. In the Hills 
near Sand Point Idaho forest ranger 
Vandycke and a crew of 85 recruit- 
ed in Spokane are reported to have 
perished by flames. A woman and 
her daughter perished at Cabinet, 
Idaho. Five are known to have 
died near Newport in an attempt 
to reach the town along the Great 
Northern Pacific tracks, Between 
Spokane and Helena numberless. 
fires are known to be raging fierge- 
ly but definite reports cannot be se. 
Telegrath and telepbone 
wires are down, Before communi. 
cation with Libby, Montaua, ended 
it was reported ‘hat every male res- 
ident of the town was working with 
209 paid fire fighters to divert Flow- 
er creek to the south side of the vil- 
lage as a protection against the 
flames driviug up arround that dis-

FINANCIAL MAGNATES PLAN NEW 
CALENDAR 


F the majority of Eurepe’s business 
men get their way, and the many 
modern Pope Gregories can agree 

on a system, the Christian calendar 
which today obtains throughout most of 
the Northern Hemisphere from San 
Francisco aéross Europe and Asia to 
Viadivostock will come to a timely end 
next year, At the June meeting in Lon-

down for diseussion is ‘‘ Unification and 
Simplification of the Georgian Calendar; 
Establishmeut of a Fixed Date for East- 
er.’’ The proposal is backed by number- 
less continental Chambers of Commerce, 
It is hoped to find a way of fixing 
Easter and all movable church festivals 
so that they shall recur every year on 
the same date; and at the same time 
to do away with all the anomalies in the 
present calendar, and establish what 
the reformers call a ‘‘symmetrical 
year,’’ 

By fixing Easter, it is caleulated that 
business men in Europe alone will be 
saved losses of several teus of millions 
of dollars, By establishing a symmetri 
eal year, the ordinary mortal will be 
saved numberless troubles at present 
solved by mnemonics such as the an 
cient: 

‘*Thirty days hath September—’ 
and so on. He will be saved the still 
harder task of finding out on what day 
of the week fall Christmas, New Year’s 
Day, kings’ and other men’s birthdays, 
and anniversaries of great events. 


, 


The decision to agitate for this sim- 
plification of life was taken in 1908 
when the International Congress met at 
Prague, and resolved that the variabil 
ity of the date of Easter caused serious 
loss to business, and must be done away 
with. The present way of determining 
the Easter festival is neither recom- 
mended by exact science, nor is it in 
accord with Christian tradition, 

The movement is strong in England, 
It is stronger still on the continent, 
where the present movable Easter dis- 
organizes the life of some 300,000,000 
persons, In many parts of France, Ger- 
many and Italy, Easter is for practical 
purposes the beginning and end of the 
year, very year, therefore, differs in 
length from that before. At Easter, 
school terms begin and end, so that in 
some years pupils get five weeks more 
tuition than in others. At Easter are 
signed agricultural labor contracts. 
Houses are sometimes rented from East- 
er to Easter, and for many kinds of 
business Christmas and Easter are the 
two culminating points, Sometimes 
there is a lapse of three months, and 
sometimes a lapse of four months be- 
tween them, An early Easter promises 
cold and wet weather and checks traffic 
and amusements. Where theatres close 
on Palm Sunday, as is common in Eur- 
ope, thousands of actors are thrown 
premararely out of work when Waster 
8 early. aster is an important time 
for tourist traffic, and for hotels; and 
it is in the interest of all engaged in 
these businesses that its date should 
no longer vary as it,does by as many 
as thirty-four days. . 

Since the beginning of this century 
three hundred odd resolutions have 
been passed by chambers of commerce, 
learned societies and other corporate 
organizations in favor of fixing Easter, 
This is nothing new. Sixty-eight years 
ago, the city of Frankfurt-on-Main 
tried to introduce its own fixed Easter 
for local purposes, and later Leipzig, for 
the sake of its famous fair made a try

The first proposal of the Netherlands 
Chamber of Commerce is the equaliza- 
tion of the length of the months.

ment to this is that the dateless day 
shall be Christmas Day, as Christmas 
isa —— holiday; and this would not 
break the symmetry of the system. 
Each quarter of the year would thus 
contain 91 days, the first and second 
months having 30 days and the last 
month 31, 

The German Foreign Office is at pre- 
sent being bombarded with requests 
from trade and seientifie corporations 
to take international action, @ move- 
ment has a sympathizer in Herr von 
Rheinbaben, Prussian Minister of Fin- 
ance, who is among the candidates for 
the post of Imperial Chancellor, Dr, 
Hantigger Mohr, a South German scien- 
tist, holds that it would be better to 
give all the months thirty days and ar- 
range the odd five days outside both 
weeks and months, calling four of them 
“‘quarter days’? and making the fifth 
® universal Thanksgiving Day for all 
Christendom, At the London Congress 
the Netherlands Chamber of Commerce 
will initiate the discussion by pressing 
for De Klerk’s normal calendar. It is 
well supported, the French, Belgian and 
German press almost unanimously fay- 
oring the calendar. At present a vigor- 
ous propaganda in its favor is being 
carried on in Germany by Privy Coun- 
cillor Baron Ernst von Hesse-Wartegg, 
of Lucerne, who acted as Commissioner 
at the Chicago and St. Louis world’s 
fair, His wife is Minnie Hauk, the 
opera singer, Hesse-Wartegg is a am- 
tinguished geographer and explorer, and 
is well-known in Europe as the intro- 
dueer of zone-time. By this reform, he 
established West European, Central Bu- 
ropean and East European time in three 
zones covering all Europe, but had to 
overcome fierce opposition from the old- 
fashioned meridian-timers. Hesse-War- 
tegg is urging the adoption of the nor- 
mal calendar next year. The reason is 
that if 1911 is let pass by without the 
adoption of the reform, a favorable op- 
portunity will not recur until 1918, 

The New Year’s Day of 1911 falls on 
a Sunday. If this day~ he detached 
from January in accordance with the 
normal scheme, the new Ist of January 
will fall on a Monday? March 31st 
will fall on a Sunday, and thus the Ist 
of April, the beginning of the second 
quarter, will fall on Monday. Similar- 
ly, the first day of the remaining two 
quarters will fall on Monday, and the 
last day on a Sunday, Every quarter 
of the year will begin on Monday and 
end on Sunday. The Ist of February 
will always be Wednesday, the Ist of 
March, Friday; and equally so with the 
second and third months of the other 
quarters, The greatest advantage is 
that 1912 will begin in exactly the same 
way, and so on ad infinitum, so that ‘in 
every future year the dates of each 
month will fall on the same days of the 
week, The first, second, third and 
fourth quarters of all future years will 
be as follows:

To prevent the disturbance’ of this 
immutable system Leap Year Day is to 
be treated as is New Year’s Day. 

It shall be inserted after July 31st 
every fourth year, but shall not count 
as a date or as a day of the week. As- 
tronomically the calendar will remain 
as correct as it is today; and to disarm 
feminine criticism the Leap Year privi- 
lege of female marriage proposals is to 
be left inviolate, 

The ideal way of fixing Easter would 
be to choose a particular Sunday in this 
‘*Normal Calendar.’’ Easter and all 
other church festivals which count from 
it would then fall exactly on the same 
days every year, as Christmas falls in 
the present calendar, But while it is 
not certain that the Normal Calendar 
will be voted for by the congress it is 
absolutely certain that they will de- 
mand a fixed Easter, Suggestions, there- 
fore, are to be laid before it for fixing 
Easter without reforming the present 
calendar, This problem is complicated 
by religious-historical factors, The pre- 
sent way of determining Easter dates 
from 325 A.D., when the Council of 
Nicea decided that Easter Day was the 
first Sunday after the spring full moon, 
that is the first full moon after the ver- 
nal equinox, When Pope Gregory XIII. 
appointed his calendar commission to 
reform the Julian calendar he retained 
this moveable Easter, though Easter 
has nothing to do with vernal equin- 
oxes, being purely a church feast. The 
Chambers of Commerce admit that East- 
er should be fixed in accordance with 
Christian history, According to Hon- 
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rofessor Hoffman, the creator 
“Saxon Normal Calendar,’’ ciner the 
peri Easter on the first Sunday af- 
ter the 8rd of April. This would give 
one Easter for one part of the wor 
which observes the dre rian Calenda 
but Easter would still fluctuate to the 
extent of a week, Baron von Hesse- 
Wartegg’s proposal that Easter shall be 
fixed as part of the wider Normal Cal- 
endar scheme gets rid of these inco..- 
veniences. Easter, he argues, 
fixed on the 7th of April of the Referm. 
ed Normal Calendar, which will be a 
Sunday to the end of time. This not 
only gets rid of all fluctuations and ap- 
Ds ipeeerd to the historic date of the 
urrection, but strikes an exact mean 

between the 22nd of March and the 25th 
of April, the present extremes of oseil- 
lation. The Baron argues that the 
change is quite simple, and would cause 
much less confusion than the sudden 
change from meridian time to the = 
sent zone time. He claims that Ger- 
many and Austria have a constitutional 
right to make the change by exeeutive 
decree without resorting to legislation, 

To make the calendar Symmetrieal 
for all Christendom, Russia and the 
Balkan States must accede. All these 
Greek Orthodox states retain the Julian 
Calendar, and their dates are thirteen 
days behind Europe and the United 
States. The Greek Church Easter is 
subject to great oscillations, and in the 
present year, 1910, falls as late as the 
3ist of April of our calendar. It is ex- 
pected that Russia and the minor ortho- 
dox states will accede to the new Nor- 
mal Calendar, They have already de- 
cided to abandon the Julian Calendar 
and fall into line with the rest of 
Christendom, and it is as easy for them 
to make a big change as a small one. 
The Russian Government has long been 
engaged on a project of its own which 
it will lay before the Duma next year, 
The whole question will have been thor. 
oughly thrashed out before then at the 
London conference.

such as lawn and silk; sometimes by the combining of colored 
and white fabric of the same weave; and it occurs to me that 
the experience of the housewife whose story I have told may 
easily be repeated by other clever women, especially in con 
nection with the plainer dresses which are so often made at 
heme. 
* * * 

HE early, months of summer have brought into vogue num- 
bers of pretty neck pleatings and round collars for the 
eollarless blouse, some of which are likely to continue 

in favor for a long time to come, They are made of a var 
iety of materials beginning with fine lawn, hemstitched or 
lace trimmed, and ending in Chantilly or Mallines lace. I 
have even seen a novelty here and there in faintly dotted 
and striped lawn. Names are given by enterprising mer 
chants to several different forms of these neck pleatings, 
but none are fixed enough to quote, because they are arrang 
ed, as a rule, by the merchants to suit themselves, Some are 
made up in half-inch box pleats, others in half-inch side 
pleats, and still others in line pleats. As a rule, the folds 
are pressed well but free, but in occasional models each half- 
inch pleat is stitched half its length, which secures a better 
fit, especially about the plump neck. 

As a rule these pleatings, which are two inches deep, are 
fastened in the front under a tiny butterfly bow of bright 
green or blue, rich brown or black velvet; or, one of lace is 
used, or a bar-pin secures them; but there are exceptions. 
Some of the pleatings, for instance, are finished at the front 
with long jabot ends which hang half-way to the waist, and 
suggest a closely drawn fichu, An occasional summer silk 
dress is seen in which the neck pleating is made of the same 
material, with a smart line edge of color, Turned-back cuffs, 
made in exactly the same pleat, usually accompany these col- 
lar sets, 


In shoes the prettiest effects at present are the low pat- 
ent-leather ones with a large. gold or black buckle just below 
the instep; but high fabrie shoes are appearing (even in 
the popular shops), which are made up with substantial soles 
for practical walking purposes, and are finished with many 
small buttons, As a rule, the shoes this year must match the 
costume, but exceptions will be made by fashionable women 
of taste in favor of the tan and bronze kid and suede shoe 
which this year is made up with the same fineness which 
distinguishes the fabrie shoe. 

In gloves those imitating the suede, which were intro- 
duced popularly last year and proved so satisfactory, are 
being received in numerous lengths; and silk gloves em- 
broidered or plain, in every possible bright shade, are being 
shown. Now that the eye is a bit accustomed to green and 
blue gloves, they no longer appear to be loud, but rather ex- 
actly the sort of glove to accompany this season’s dresses, 
Parasols, too, are made up in brilliant colors; and while the 
first ones shown in the early spring were all straight and 
the hook handle seemed to have entirely gone out, importers 
are now showing novelties in which fancy handles are in 
the majority, Perhaps the most useful for general purposes 
are those having a Persian patterned top and vivid border 
of a preferred color, which are made with jointed handles 
that may be unscrewed and the entire parasol put imto a 
dress-suit case. 

Taking them all in, the fresh wash dresses, which to a 
large extent represent the daytime house gowns of the sum- 
mer, are unusually effective in the present year; but, in ad- 
dition to this, the prevailing colors are bright, and the dress 
forms easy and not over-elaborated, I do not remember a 
season in which so many fashionable women have appeared 
in simple one-piece dresses, Occasionally these are in one

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color, gray or golden brown, or a cool canary tone, which 
shades, in landsdown, pongee, and linen, are charming; but 
the majority are, like the street dresses, in smart dotted, 
tufted, or ts ig fabrics, combined with some clear, vivid, 
plain tone, well calculated to win the eye.

A satisfactory treatment of the windows of summer cot 
tages whose only outlook is into the windows of the next 
one, was accidentally discovered last summer. The windows 
on the narrow court which separated two houses, being kept 
almost constantly open, the screens were never removed, The 
eT a vines set out the year before soon discovered the 
unusual facilities for clinging and climbing offered by the 
copper wire netting. By the first of July each window sereen 
was completely covered by a beautiful design of tiny light 
fo leaves and ruddy stems, thrown into relief by the day 
ight, or silhouetted into a perfect screen from outside by 
artificial light within, As autumn came on and the leaves 
turned as only ampelopsis and woodbine can turn, the win 
dow became daily more exquisite, By the time the first frost 
began to loosen the leaves, the season had closed and the 
protection of the vine was no longer needed for the vacant 
house. The dead tendrils were easily brushed from the 
sereens which, being copper, had not rusted. Other wire net- 
ting could be protected by a yearly coat of varnish, Mosquito 
netting would probably support the young vine and last 
through one summer.

In these days when the amateur wood carver seems to be 
having things her own way, a leather-covered book-rack is 
a pleasing novelty. One lately seen had a metal foundation, 
probably zine, though tin or aluminum could be used. After 
being shaped, the two parts were covered on both sides with 
soft russet-brown leather, smoothly glued, <A strip of dark 
green velvet embroidered in nasturtium shades was pasted 
down the middle of the outside of each upright portion. This 
band was edged on each side with gold galloon. The entire 
edge of the upright was then finished with the same gold 
galloon, firmly glued.

the liberation, to observe the wasps 
that were coming and going, He soon 
found four wasps whose breasts were 
painted with the white pigment; and 
it was not long before the others so 
adorned arrived. 

It was contended, from these experi- 
ments, that the evidence showed that 
the wasps could not have found their 
nests either by the sense of smell or by 
that of sight; and it was therefore 
maintained that they were possessed of 
a sixth sense, called by some the ‘‘sen-e 
of location’’ or ‘‘orientation,’’ 

Further experiments were of still 
greater interest, Nine wasps ‘were 
caught, painted white, and taken to the 
centre of a city, some four miles dis 
tant from their nests. These wasps at 
once flew up above the roofs of the 
city, and immediately took a southern 
course toward their nest, The next day 
five of these wasps were found in the 
nest. 

Another member of the wasp family 
that appears to possess the sixth sense 
referred to is the ‘‘parasite wasp,’ 
that one which lays its eggs in the cells 
of the ‘‘mason bee.’’ Upon the comple 
tion by the mason bee of its cells, eggs 
are deposited in it, and food is placed 
by these eggs for the use of the young 
bee when it shall be hatched. When 
these measures have been taken, the 
mason bee thinks to clinch the matter by 
sealing the cell under clay, The clay, 
in turn, is surrounded with a wall of 
mortar made of mud, and around this is| 
placed a wall of earth baked into a solid 
mass by the sun, 

Now, about the time the egg has| 
hatched into the larva, comes the para 
site wasp. It stalks over the wall with | 
its sensitive feelers daintily sounding 
| this and that bit, and at the precise 
moment that it reaches-the spot where 
under the cell lies, the wasp begins to} 
bore, this task consuming a number of 
jhours. Eventually the wasp has suceeed 
ed in sinking a shaft straight and true} 
|to the concealed egg. The wasp then 
kills the larva of the bee and lays her 
eggs in it. Thus, when her young are 
hatched, they are enabled to have a 
nice little feast on the larva of the 
mason bee.

Haverlack Ellis, in referring to wo- 
man and the serpent in folk-lore, men- 
tions Robertson Smith’s allusion to the 
subject in his ‘‘Religion of the Sem- 
ites.’’
